With Russia Not Likely, 
Says Speaker Today 


; In a period of 70 years Japan 
has developed from one of the 
most backward nations to a po- 
sition challenging the industrial 
supremacy of the leading nations 
of the world, said Eugene Bar- 
nard, today noon at the meeting 
of the Upland Rotary club. 
Barnard, who is a son-in-law of 
\H. G. Smita of Upland, has been 
ja missionary in Japan for 
j}years and expects to return to 
that work within a year. And 
the Japanese are still studying 





modern business methods through- | 


{out the world, he said. 

As an individual the Japanese 
is a most polite and considerate 
man to know, he stated, and also 
one of the most patriotic. Only 
about 16 per cent of the land in 
| Japan is tillable and the average 
{farm consists of about two acres. 
There is an average of only cone 
horse and cow to each farm and 
the farm work is done mostly by 
hand. 

The depression, which Mr. Bar- 
nard said was “never 
like here,’ has largely  disap- 
| peared. This is due to the fact 
that when a man gets gut of a 
| job he goes back home, where the 
\family is considered a unit and 
where he is taken care of. 

The war which appeared quite 
imminent between Japan and

‘in Manchuria, he said. Hewever, 
there is considerable of a crime 
problem in Japan, crime having 
idoubled within recent years.

| Helps In Deciding Type | 


| Of Courses 


Chaffey students at Upland are 
included in the guidance program 
which has been inaugurated as an 
educational and preventive meas- | 
ure under the direction of Miss 
S. Helen Brown, psychology di- 
rector of the Chaffey school dis- 
loos The work is carried on in 





Upland with the co-operation of 
Priricipal Harold Cook. 

The purpose of the guidance is 
lto classiffy students into econom- 
ical learning groups, and to facil- 
jtate the students’ choice of an oc- 
cupational or vocational course. It 
is also hoped that a better under- 
| standing may be given to parents 
; by adquainting them with this 
Iservice and assisting them to un- 
derstand adolescent youth. 

In preventative mental hygiene, 
an attempt is made to identify in- 
cipient symptoms of nervous 
breakdown, fixed ideas, ties, ob- 
sessions and anxieties, and to pro- 
vide satisfactory outlets and rou- 
tines for students so afflicted. The 
actual mental clinic work will be 
carried on in connection with the 
school health department in co- 
operation with various medica! 
and disciplinary agencies. 
Remedial steps will be employed 
for those students in the district 
who are stutterers or non-readers. 
This will be included in the clinic 
j}work in conjunction with the 
health center. 

Miss Brown has secured infor-
